On Feb. 6, 19 06, Peary, with h is j 
Eskimos and th ree team s of dogs, j 
made h is start for th e pole.

Du ring th e first part of th e 
jou rney th ay h ad moderate weath er 
and made good speed. Before h is re­ 
tu rn to h is sh ip, 117 days later, h ow­ 
ever, conditions ch anged and terrible

tion was endu red. Undeterred. Peary 
pu sh ed forward into th e arctic nigh t 
u ntil h e reach ed th e h igh est point 
ever reach ed by any explorer, 8 7.06 
north latitu de, with in 153 miles of 
th e pole.

W alnut Hills Lutheran church and a 
lecturer at chautauquas throughout 
the United States, died a t his home, 
222 7 Kemper Lane, yesterday after­ 
noon fr©m heart troub le, superinduc­ 
ed b y an attack of diphtheria. He had 
only l)een ill a few' days and was sup- 
j posed to have a good chance for a 
| speedy recovery when the 
disease 
j reacted on a weak heart and. ended 
| his life. Last Sunday he occupied the 
pulpit at b oth services. 
Rev. Mr. Johnson was b orn at E l­ 
mira, New York, in 1873. The dead 
man received an ex cellent education, 
graduating with high honors from 
one of the leading colleges of the 
country and from the Lutheran Theo­ 
logical Seminary at Springfield. He 
was ordained a m inister of the Luth­ 
eran church and called to the pas­ 
torate of a church at Iowa City, la., 
in the latter nineties. In May, 19 03, 
he accepted a call to the pulpit of the 
W alnut Hills Lutheran church, where 
he displayed a talent for organiza­ 
tion which quickly made his congre­ 
gation one of the largest and most in­ 
fluential in the L utheran denomina­ 
tion in southern Ohio. 
E ight years ago Rev. Johnson en­ 
tered the lecture field and in that
